DANGER OF FREAK LEGISLATION 
The times seem to be out of joint. T hat this is so is wit­ 
nessed to not only by world-wide political and industrial un­ 
rest, but by some of the m eans by which it is sought to cor­ 
rect existing conditions. 
For example, a few months ago there was introduced into 
the Utah Legislature a bill designed to prohibit the w ear­ 
ing of a c y shoes with heels more than ('ne and one-half 
inches high. 
There can be no question but th at the wearing of high 
heels is foolish, and to some extent injurious; but if such m at­ 
te r' 
ro to he regulated by civil law. w here shall we stop? 
Again, a bill introduced into the Ohio Legislature soon a f­ 
ter that body met on Ja n u a ry 2. “ provided that inspectors 
acting under the state liquor commissioner, should have a u th ­ 
ority to enter private residences without search wa ire qts 
whenever they suspected intoxicating liquors might be illegal­ 
ly stored there, and that agents of the prohibition commis­ 
sioner might establish tem porary courts anywhere to take 
evidence.” 
Very properly “a storm of opposition developed, many sup­ 
porters of the prohibition am endm ent declaring their oppo­ 
sition to a bill that would do away with the Constitutional 
provision guaranteeing to the people security against u nw ar­ 
ranted molestation in their homes, an d m ake mockery of the 
judiciary.” 
The Evening News has alw ays been a supporter of prohi­ 
bition, but let us not sacrifice freedom in our endeavor to free 
ourselves from the domination of the saloon. 
But it m ay be said that such extreme measures as the two 
bills referred to can never become laws in this country. We 
are not so sure of that. Nor can we fully know that if en­ 
acted they would be declared unconstitutional. Such an out­ 
come would seem probable, but ultimately almost any m eas­ 
ure persistently pushed gets through. Like the unjust judge of 
the parable of Luke 18.1-5, legislators are likely to yield in 
time from sheer weariness. The thing which a t first they 
recognize as evil, and which therefore alarm s them, ceases 
a fter a time to be so abhorrent, is later tolerated, and latex- 
still embraced, something as Pope wrote of vice. 
Eternal vigilance is the price of liberty, and no one who 
values it, no one who would he free to worship or not to 
worship, can afford to be indifferent to such matters, or 
trust to the time-honored expedient of laughing out of court 
the case against liberty of conscience. 
Religious libel I \ means equality of liberty for every m an 
of every faith or of no faith.
